Just before the march to the scaffold, he again 
tock up his accordeon, —s with a long 
farewell chord. He then began dancing, but 
was interrupted by the entrance of the sheriff 
to read his death warrant. At 12 o’clock the 
piisoner was handcuffed, and, accompanied 
by the priest, the sheriff and his deputies, 
proceeded to the scaffold. Butler stopped 
near the drop to make a rambling, incoherent 
speech of a few minutes length, in which he 
said that all who were connected with his trial 
and execution would be sorry for it. After the 
conclusion of his speech the priest, the prisoner 
and the attendants knelt in prayer, after 
W eg Butler walked tothe edge of the drop 
d kieked it vici ious! y to see if it was solid. 
v hil the noose was being adjusted and the 
lack cap put ove r his head, he cried out in 
tecus tones, “Please take this oif; the rope 
too tight. Please loosen the rope. It 
right.”” His request was not heeded. Le 
; assisted on to the drop, which fell at 12 
o’clock. Butler stood too near the hinges of 
the drop and his descent was slow, his feet 
scraping the drop. The noose was, however, 
adjusted properly, and in seven minutes he 
was pronounced dead by strangul ation.
